3o The strength of NAW SENG *8 13 Regiment is 1,100 men. It is commanded by K*an Pan 
(097U/261 i7)o Over 600 men of this regiment have been located at Nyaungthaxing and 
500 have been located at Loiwing (N 23-U8, E 97-li5)« 

U, The strength of NAW SENG»s ih Regiment is l,it00 men -feho are led by an old Bunnan, About 
1,000 of these troops have been undergoing training at Mangshih (N 2U-27, K 98-35), 
and the balance are being trained at Chefang (N 2ii“l5, E 98-I8), 

5o The l5 Regiment is made up of over 1,000 troops commanded by K*un T*un (0981/0691), 
Over 500 of these men are located at Mongmao^ and 500 are located at Lunp-chhian 
(N 2U-2O, E 97-55). 
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6. There is a direct telephone line between NAW SENG's headquarters at Pang Ling and 
the command headq^rters of the Chinese Communist 2a Division^ and the conima^ head-

pNG's subordinates stationed witii the 122 Regiment of the Chinese Commu- 
nist ^Division in Manyunkai, 50 miles northeast of Bhamo, are responsible for 
dispatching agents to the Bhamo-Ifyitkylna area of North Burma, 

SENG oiaered four men to be sent from Manyunkai to Namti (N 25-01, 
followed the rail line from Manyunkai to a village area about 10 
Mies from Manyunkai^ and collected over 200 men. This group has now entered a 
vUlage near Kasa-<-u and has made contact with the Burma Communist Party and Commu- 
nist Party Burma insurgents.
